ST. PBTEBSBURG. July 8.—The agree- 
ment to issue the 
C 16.000,000 4 per 
cent, gold loan to Chicia under Russian 
guarantee was signed Saturday evening. 
Representatives of six French and four 
Rassian banks and plenipotentiaries of

China has agreed

PARIS, July S.—The Figaro 
pub- 
lishes an interview today with 
the 
United States ambassador to France, 
the Hon. James B Eustis, in which he 
is reported as eayitig that nothing has 
yet been decided as to his candidacy 
for the nomin.ation for the presidency 
of the United States. 


Respecting the Japanese Chinese war 
Mr. Eustis is quoted as remarking that 
he regretted that the Japs had not 
taken Pekin. 
The story of a secret 
treaty, he added, between Japan and 
the United States was absolutely un- 
true. 


"We have no treaty wiih Japan," he 
continued, "other than the arrange- 
ment modifying former treaties, and 
even this does not come into force for 
five years. 
Besides, the United States 
adheres before everything to the prin- 
ciple of non intervention in European 
or Asiatic aftairs." 


With reference to the movement in 
Canada to separate the dominion from 
Great Britain, Mr. Eustis said it rested 
entirely with the United States as to 
whether Canada should or should not 
be taken into the confederation of 
states. 
But the people of the United 
States preferred to let the question rest 
while at the same time saying to Great 
Britain, "No nonsense, or we will an- 
nex Canada." 


Regarding the insurrection in Cuba, 
Mr. Eustis is reported as having ad- 
mitted that America sympathizes with 
the insurgents, who found 
in 
the 
United States, unknown to the govern- 
ment of that country, assistance of all 
kinds. 
In conclusion Mr. Eustis is 
quoted as saying: 
"If the insurgents 
can maintain the struggle for a year I 
am not sure that Spain will not have 
fruitlessly spent her money on costly 
expeditions."

NEW YORK, July 
8.—A. rumor bas 
been in circulation for several days to 
the effect that the pope 
has pro- 
mulgated a decree abolishing all ddys 
of abstinence in the year except Fri- 
days, even during Lent, the decree, 
however, being made applicable only to 
poor persons and their families. 


Rev. Father Ducey was at St. Leo's 
rectory and was asked if ho believed 
there was any truth in the rumor. 
"The rumor is correct," he replied. 
Many of the ecclestiastica in this 
country have felt for years that the 
burden of denial placed on the should- 
ers and consciences of struggling and 
working poor was more than a hard- 
ship, almost a martyrdom.

contained chickens they could not eat. 
Thank God that Leo XlII has seen the 
necessity for legislating for the comfort 
of the poor. 
I know that this decree 
of the holy father has been promulgat- 
ed in the western part of these United 
States. 
I presume that the most rever- 
end archbishop of New York will in 
his own wisdom, give this joyful infor- 
mation to the poor of God in the arch- 
diocese of New York when he has for- 
mulated the happy announcement.

have not seen the official document 
sent to the bishops of the United 
States, but this information came to 
me about two months ago from a most 
trustworthy Roman correspondent."

politicians at the capital were afraid 
both parties would be split in haljres 
nest year by the silver movement. 
Sc 
sure were the republicans that the 
democratic ranks would divide on this 
issue that they at once laid plans for 
winning the presidential 
battle by 
means of keeping their forces intact. 
In this tiiey antieipBted fi great d«al of 
trouble, but still believed they would 
be able to hold all the states except 
those of the mining country. 
The 
worst the republican leaders feared was 
that enough electoral votes might get 
away from them to throw the election 
into the national house of representa- 
tives. 


As for the democrats, they were as 
gloomy as if the split had already ap- 
peared and the party was at the bottom 
of the slough of defeat. 
They could 
not see any light in any direction. 
Many of the coolest-headed leaders in 
that party seriously considered it after 
all the best thing to do was not to take 
up the silver cry and try to win with it, 
trusting to luck to get out of the scrape 
without pledging the national conven- 
tion to a silver basis. 
The temptation 
was a great one, and a few prominent 
men who do not personally believe in 
free silver yielded to it. 
They are now 
sorry they did, 


A great change has come upon the 
scene within these four months. 
No 
one now talks of a split in either of the 
great parties. 
It is admitted by silver 
men that their movement has been a 
failure and that they will fail to force 
their platform upon next year's con- 
vention of either party. 
They further 
admit that they will not be strong 
enough numerically to make a bolt on 
their part respectable or anything but 
ridiculous. 
It is safe to predict there 
will be no bolt from either convention. 
The latest estimates made here of the 
strength of the silver men next year 
gives them 250 delegates out of 900 in 
the democratic convention, and not 
more than 150 in the republican con- 
vention. 
These are the figures which 
conservative men have made of the 
number of out and out free silver advo- 
cates in the two national gatherings. 
Of course, it is not denied that a con- 
siderable number of delegales beyond 
these figures will be friendly to silver, 
especially in the democratic conven- 
tion, but they will place party before 
silver and will make no eflFort to ruin 
the organization in order to carry out 
their ideas. 


We are now just about a year from 
the two great national conventions, 
and so fas as the pulse of the nation 
can be tested at the capital the chief 
issue of 1896 will be the tariff after all. 
That is the issue which the party man- 
agers will seek to put to the front as 
the one which affords safest 
fighting 
ground. 
The managers of both organi- 
zations will do all in their power to 
push the financial question in the back- 
ground, in which they are likely to be 
aided by the march of returning pros- 
perity and by the wishes of the people 
themselves. 
Reports come to Wash- 
ington every day to the effect that the 
people are beginning to get tired of the 
silver discussion, which was a short 
time ago so popular. 
The people have 
for the most part ceased to read silver 
documents and pamphlets. 
They are 
weary of the whole subject. 
There has 
been a tremendous and most oignificent 
falling off in the sales of all currency 
literature, and the host of men who 
thought to make srnall fortunes by 
catering to the general demand for in- 
structioin in the silver (jjestion are 
secretly nursing their disappointment 
at the sales. 
They have discovered the 
sad fact that they came in just as the 
craze was running out. 
As an official 
of the treasury expresses it, "the silver 
epizootic has had its rvin, and has been 
displaced by the good times. 
No med- 
icines are needed," 


One interesting efieot of this striking 
change that has come in the political 
situation is the increased courage of the 
democratic leaders. 
Two months ago 
they were not caring a straw who 
secured the presidential nomination 
next year. 
Not one democrat in a 
dozen believed his party had even a 
fiirhting chance. 
At the time the talk 
was in the directiop of letting Vice 
President Stevenson have the nomina- 
tion if he wanted it, on a free silver 
platform Now there is a different and 
healthier spirit. 
The democratic nom- 
ination of next year is eagerly sought. 
If anyone imagines that various am- 
bitious gentlemen are not quietly pull- 
ing wires with that big prize in view he 
should come to Washington and get be- 
hind the scenes. 
Whitney, Morrison, 
Hill, Stevenson, Gorman, Rus-iell, of 
Massachusetts; Dickinson, of Michigan, 
are all watching the development of 
the preliminary campaign with undis- 
guised interest. 


Some o? the brightent j-oliticianB in 
Washington think next year's battle 
will be one of the most closely contest- 
ed the country has seen for many years. 
They argue that there h?.ve been two 
or three tidal waves, rushing of the 
pendulum of public opinion from one 
side to the other.

sion and she was allowed to remain in 
the court room during the day, pend- 
ing action on the question of an appeal.

Friday night the severest blow came. 
Reporte of loss of li'e aud destruction 
of property came with every tt-Iegvam, 
and the down pour, at first reg-vrded as 
a blessing, grew into a v,'ave ot devasta- 
tion. 
Fields of grain that promised the 
most bountifully in many years were 
swept bare of vegetation. 
In several 
instances the seas of rain were abetted 
in their work of deBtruction by torna- 
does. 


It is too early 5et to sum up the loss 
but the total is appalling, and those to 
whom the angry elements spared life 
have little left to Huetain it. 
The 
stories of storm are eo similar that a 
statistical eummary is all thi?re is left to 
tell. 


One person was drowned at Colum- 
bus and two at Ottawa Kansas, 
At 
Van Buren, Ark , a mother and her 
babe were drowned. 
A family of five 
were encamped on the b?.uk of Fish 
creek, in the Indian territory. 
Noth- 
ing of them or their belongings were 
found, except a part of their wagon on 
a part of drift wood. 
At Thomasville, 
Mo., where the rain fall wa.^ four inches 
in one hour, five persons were lost. 
Unconfirmed reports are received oi 
lofcs of li'e as follows: 


Three at Fayetteville, Ark.; one 8t 
Paola, Kss.; one at Richards, Kas., and 
six of a hunting party in the Indian 
territory. 
This 
givei a known and 
probable loss of forty-three lives. 
This 
total will be increased when the reced- 
ing water permits a thorough search. 


The loss in property can be placed in 
the millions. 
Dwellings, fences and 
farm buildings wore carried off and 
highway and road bridges swept away. 
Thirty of the eighty 
buildings 
in 
Winona succumbed. 
Five residences, 
a church and a warehouse went down 
at Baxter Springs. 
Six bridges went 
out in Russell county, Kas. 
About 
Jc-fferaon, Mo., many rquare miles of 
growing grain were destroyed. 
Traffic 
on the Fort Scott and Memphis railway 
is temporarily suspended. 
Reports of 
damage to property other than above 
noted come from five points in Kansas, 
nine in Missouri, six in Arkansas and 
two in the Indian territory. 


The above summaries are only a frac- 
tion of loss in property. 
The greatest 
burden falls upon the farmers, as the 
season is too far spent to pbant new 
crops and suffering must surely follow 
in the storm's wake. 
The country's 
grainery was cleaned out. 
Details of 
individual suffering and experiences 
would fill volumes and recite the hor- 
rors of the Johnstown disaster. 


HALF

Si'RiKGFiELD, Mo., July 8.—The re- 
ports of the flood and disaster at Win- 
ona, Mo., published heretofore are now 
known to have told only part of the 
horrors of the disaster.

region, almost inaccessible to wagon, 
and that the railway is washed away, 
news of the flood is hard to obtain. 
Railway connections will be established 
this afternoon by running a train on 
either end of the Current River branch 
of the Kaneas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis road, but it will be several 
days before the gap can be closed up in 
the road, as the grading has been 
washed out for a long distance. Several 
officials of the road and other parties ot 
this city left for Winona on a special 
train today to render all assistance pos- 
sible to the flood stricken people. 
The 
bodies of Rev. C. W. Duncan and 
daughter, Mattie, and Miss 
iiorma 
Nevins were found about noon yester- 
day under a large drift of broken tim- 
bers about a milo below Winona. 
AL.o 
the body of an unknosvn man, who was 
stopping at one of the hotels and not, 
therefore, known to be missing until 
his body wss found, 
A terrible stench 
arises from the mass of hogs, horses, 
cattle and other animals drowned. 
It 
is charged that some of the visiting 
men and women are stripping and ap- 
propriating everything ot value. 


For several miles below Winona may 
be seen wagons and household goods of 
all kinds and dead animals scattered 
in all dirfctions. 
Over 200 people 
v/ere searching yesterday for the dead 
bodies.

The body of Lloyd Wright's daughter 
is still missing.

Some three or four who do not belong 
to the league have complied with the 
law and were closed, but others, on 
learning that the league men were not 
going to pay any attention to the law, 
remained open also. 


RICHMOND, Ind,, July 8 —The Nichol- 
son law was generally obeyed here, and 
so far no violations are reported, but 
the question of running lunch, cigar 
stands, etc, in connection with the 
saloons, is troubling both the dealers 
and the county commissioners.

LAWSOxN'S VIEWS. 


Free Coinage Would be Disas- 
trons to America. 


The Value ot tlie Silver »ollai Would 
Soon Sink to the I..evel of 
Bnlliou Value. 


ATLANTA, Ga. July 8.—Representative 
Thomas G. Lawson, of the Eighth 
Georgia district, is out in a lengthy 
interview in the Journal this afternoon 
which will probably furnish the polit- 
ical sensation of the week in this state. 


Judge Lawson is one of the ablest 
members of the Georgia delegation and 
brought himself to the front during the 
last congress by a speech in favor of 
the repeal of the 10 per cent, tax on 
state banks. 
In his interview Judge 
Lawson declares in favor of bi-metal- 
lism set forth by the last national dem- 
ocratic platform, but asserts: 
"The 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 by our government alone would in 
a short time result in silver monometal- 
lism. 
That is, we would have no coin 
money in circulation but silver and no 
paper money except paper redeemable 
in silver. 


"If we cannot have bimetallism in 
accordance with our national platform 
I prefer the single gold standard to the 
single silver 
standard," 
The ideal 
monetary system would be where there 
was free coinage of both metals without 
either being legal tender, the people 
being privileged to t.-ike their choice. 
Judge Lawaon says: 
"The south is not 
yet in a condition to profit by the sil- 
ver standard. 
Wa ara not a manufact- 
uring peopio 
A prohibitory tarifi'and 
everything that is equivalent to it in 
its operation is detrimental to our pros- 
perity. 
But the silver standard would 
enevitably operate precisely aa a prohib- 
itory tariff. The value of our silver 
coin would sooner or later decline to 
their bullion value. 
The price oi .for- 
eign goods would be' so high, when 
valued in our silver currtacy, that 
wealthy people only could eilord to buy 
and use them."

T R A F F I C . 
Its Kegnlation, tbe Question of the 
Hour In Paris. 


NEW YORK, July S.—A special from 
Paris says the regulation of the liquor 
traffic is the question of the hour. The 
parliament has been 
discussing for 
weeks a proposition to establish a state 
monopoly in alcohol and to exempt 
from the present law all such hygenic 
drinks as wine, beer and cider. 
The 
chamber of deputies had accepted both 
in spite of the opposition of the ji^ov- 
ernment and 
of 
the 
distilleries, 
but a bill embodying the 
second 
proposition 
seemed to 
be 
in 
a 
fair way to be defeated, owing to the 
ministry's objections, when, after the 
closing debate, to the surprise of every- 
body, a bill abolishing taxes on drinks 
containing less than 15 per cent, of 
alcohol passed by a large majority. "The 
measure doubles the alcohol tax in or- 
der to balance the budget uhtil the 
organization of a state monopoly; an 
amendment was unanimously carried 
to prohibit the manufacture or sale of 
spirits or liquors 
declared by 
the 
academy of medicine to be dangerous. 
This provision involves the suppression 
of absinthe bitters, "Pick Me Ups" and 
many kinds of liquors. 
The bill prob- 
ably will pass the senate with slight 
modifications.

The fourteenth annual meeting of 
the Young People's Society of Christian 
Endeavorers will open in Boston next 
Wednesday, and delegations are al- 
ready wending their way Bostonward. 
A number will go from Fort Wayne 
and northern Indiana, most of 
them 
having left their homes on the trains 
today. 
Very thorough 
preparations 
have been made in Boston for this con- 
vention, which promises to be the larg- 
est gathering ever held in the history 
of the society, and one fraught with a 
great deal of interest and importance to 
the whole Christian world. 


Fourteen 
years ago, at 
Williston 
church, Portland, Me., the 
Christian 
Endeavor band was born, February 2, 
1881. 
Mrs. Clark was the mother. Dr. 
Clark the father of this promising in- 
fant. 
Little did these two imagine, 
who formed the society simply as a 
part of that one church, that it would 
become a part of thousands of other 
churches, in so many countries of so 
many nations. 
The struggling infant 
has now grown to man's estate, and a 
big man's estate at that. 
But little 
Mrs. Clark is still its mother. 


The Society of Christian Endeavor, at 
first intended 
only as an aid to the 
church in Maine, has grown and grown 
until there are only six countries in the 
world that have not branches of it. 
The 2,250.000 members who now consti- 
tute the united organization, belong to 
40,000 different societies, most of which 
are in the United States; but there are 
hundreds of members in all parts of 
the world—some in Alaska, many 
in 
Europe, large numbers in Australia, 
some in Persia and not a few in Asia 
and Africa. 


The convention in Boston will be the 
fourteenth that has been held by the 
society. 
In its days of infancy, for the 
first four years, the members of the or- 
ganization gathered in places in Maine, 
or in cities adjacent to the Pine Tree 
state which could be easily reached by 
the delegates from that commonwealth, 
the conventions then being largely com- 
posed of members from Maine and Mas- 
sachusetts. 


The official enrollment of the 
En- 
deavor societies in the world, according 
to Secretary Baer, on June 8, was 39,- 
725, a gain of 202 since June 1, 1895. 
The total membership is 2 383.500, a 
gain of 12,120 for the week. 
The gain 
in the United States for this period 
was 133 societies, making a total of 32,- 
713 in our country. 
We can look for 
2 500,000 members by July 10 if this in- 
crease continues.

Several Whit« Men Claim to Have Seen 


tlie Phenomenon—Indians 
Cherish 
the 


Legend—Mr. White's Circumstantial Ac- 


count ISacked Up by riiotographs. 


Som(^ oiie revives every few years the 
lofioiKl of tlio Silent City, seen a.s a 
minigo over the i\hiir glacier, in Gla- 
cier bay, Alaska, 150 miles above Jn- 
iioan. 
What profo.s.se.s to bo a photo- 
eugravinpc of the city, with affidavit at- 
tached, was published and sold some 
years ago, and at least half a dozen 
white men profess to have seen the city, 
while the natives of the Ala.skan coast 
cherished the tradition of its existence. 
The mirage is usually visible at about 
thi.s time of the year. One man declares 
that ho saw it on July 5, 1880, and two 
other.':, it is declared, have made affida- 
vit that they saw it three days before 
that date. John M. White, a Virginian 
who after 10 or 15 years spent in va- 
rious parts of the we.st has settled down 
in Philadelphia, solemnly declares that 
he saw it on June 21 some years ago. 


Mr. White's account of the phenom- 
enon is circumstantial in the highest 
degree, and he joins to it a theory as to 
•what the city is and where it lies. 
He 
declares that he studied the mirage for 
nine hours through a powerful glass as 
it was spread above the glacier on the 
side of Mount Fairweather. 
Ho affirms 
that the city is walled; that its houses 
are battlemented and the chimneys sur- 
mounted by chimney pots; that within 
the walls there is a tall monument sur- 
mounted by the sculptured figure of an 
Indian in full headdress and feathers. 
His glass revealed to him some of the 
inhabitants, men in knee breeches and 
jackets. 
The only beast visible was a 
donkeylike creature, with a body as 
large as that of a horse. 


The mirage appeared at first about 
11:30 a. m. as a mist, and out of this 
rose the towers and battlements of the 
city as did those of ancient Troy. 
By 
noon the city was as clearly outlined as 
New York is from the Jersey heights. 


Mr. White rejects the various guesses 
that the phantom city is Antwerp, Mont- 
real or Salt Lake City. Its architecture 
is unlike that of any other city he has 
seen. That it is a real city he is certain 
from the fact that he has seen three pho- 
tographs taken of the mirage, one of 
which shows a tower rising amid the 
houses and a later one the same tower 
finished. He believes that it is a mirage 
of a city at the north pole on the edge 
of the traditional open polar sea. 
He 
believes that when the stm is at its 
highest northern point, as it is on June 
31, the mirage of the arctic metropolis 
is reflected to the point where it ap- 
pears over the Muir glacier. The legend 
of the Chileats of Alaska supports this 
theory. 
They say that many centuries 
ago, when Alaska was a warm and 
densely peopled country, there came 
from the north through the ice barrier 
a savage people fully armed who laid 
waste the region and put its inhabitants 
to the sword. 
These savage warriors 
he believes to have been the ancestors 
of the American Indians, and he is con- 
vinced that in coming through the ice 
barrier they left behind a warm region 
about the pole, where the remnant of 
their people continued to develop and 
at length built the metropolis seen on 
St. John's day in mirage above the 
Mnir glacier. 


The pictures purporting to have been 
made from photographic negatives of 
the mirage represent an ordinary mod- 
em city without walls or battlements, 
but with spacious, comfortable looking 
houses, surmounted with broad chim- 
neys and interspersed with trees. 
In 
fact, they look like photographs of wash 
drawings made by an artist that was 
not too careful to follow the details of 
the legend. —New York Sun. 


jQdice Miller's Historic Words. 


One phase of the new woman ques- 
tion has received a decided setback in 
Washington at the hands of justice. 
A 
man who had returned from work to 
find no dinner and no wife, the latter 
having gone to a temperance meeting, 
was wroth, and meeting his wife he 
"smacked" her. 


Judge Miller, 
in applying 
police 
court justice to the husband, pronounced 
these historic words, "Take this man's 
personal bonds, and you, woman, go 
home and, temperance meetings or no 
temperance meetings, have your hus- 
band's dinner ready when he wants it." 
There is now talk of running Judge 
Miller for president on a platform of 
"the old woman and dinner on sched- 
ule time."—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Their Deity H a d Fled. 


The shrine at Bensi, India, has been 
shorn of much of its splendor. 
A short 
time ago the priests who attended at 
dawn to perform the toilet of Mahadeo 
were horrified to find that their deity 
had fled. Search was instantly made, 
and the god was found carefully wrap- 
ped in a shawl on the side of a tank a 
couple of hundred yards from the tem- 
ple.

Then he moved to this 
city and engaged in various occupations 
until, ten years ago, when he entered 
the service of the Nickel Plate. Two 
or three years ago he was appointed 
cashier of the freight department and 
filled that position up to the time of 
his death.

No. 18 Huffman street, 
at 2:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon and 
will be held under the auspices of 
Anthony WayneJ post, G. A. R., ^of 
which the deceased was a member.

A tamo leopard employed by the Bar- 
num show at Bridgeport relapsed into 
savagery the other night and got away 
from the wiutor quarters. A big boar- 
hound wont in pursuit and after some 
diiBculty found the leopard hiding in a 
golf field. 


Not being hungry, ha-\-ing just eaten 
a slieep, the wild beast was running 
around a big bowlder to get up an ap- 
petite for one of the golf players, who 
•\^ere entirely unconscious of the ap- 
proach of any other mealtime than their 
own. 


The leopard was tame once and at the 
beginning of the season used to jump 
over a stick in the street parade.s of the 
circus. One day she bit a piece out of a 
clown and was yent to Bridgeport to be 
fui'ther tamed bv Barney X)ulce, the pro- 
fessional terror of the animal kingdom. 


She lived in a building which is being 
torn down to make room for a new ele- 
phautarium, as Mr. Bailey calls it. The 
workmen, who didn't know there was a 
leopard on the other side of the wall, 
tore out enough bricks from tlie back of 
her cage to let her escape. 
She waited 
until nightfall and then got out. 


In another part of the leopard house is 
a white eyed horso u.sed for ring pur- 
poses and now here under treatment for 
insanity. The animal received an injury 
on the head which necessitates the opera- 
tion of trephining before she can recover 
her reason. lu the same building is the 
boxing boar hound Irene, who had been 
left behind to nurse her puppies. She 
used to perform in a den with the lions, 
tigers and leopards. 


When Mr. Duke went to feed the 
white eyed horse this morning, he found 
her bitten and scratched. He thought at 
first she had attempted suicide in a fit of 
insanity, but when he missed the leopard 
he knew that the creature had got out 
and begun to eat his crazy patient. 


Duke says the leopard probably didn't 
like the taste of the horse and went to 
look for something better. According to 
his statement, he has known escaped 
wild beasts to sample a dozen animals 
before they found .something to suit. 
One of the lions got out last spring and 
bit small pieces out of a zebra, a camel 
and a bear, but, finding none of them 
fit to eat, went and devoured an ostrich. 


The lion tamer resolved to go leopard 
hunting. He took a gnu and the big 
boarhomid Irene with him. Her five 
pups sniffed at the horse's blood, wag- 
ged their little tails and followed. Duke 
showed the boarhound the empty cage 
and gave her to understand she must 
take up the scent. 


Irene put her nose to the ground and 
then bounded over the fence in full cry 
toward Mountain Grove cemetery, her 
five pups running along in single file on 
their first leopard hunt. 
She went over 
the dam at Moody's pond, where all the 
pups fell in and had to be fished out. 
Behind Holland's heights the first tracks 
were found. 


"And I'm blamed if that leopard 
didn't walk backward, so as to fool me," 
said the keeper. "I suppose she didn't 
think I'd run her down by scent." On 
Miles Bathwell's farm was found a dead 
sheep. Its jugular vein had been torn 
open, and most of its blood w^as gone. 
Hero the dog was for awhile confused, 
but soon she took up the trail again. It 
led her to the Brooklawn Country club, 
where several players in scarlet coats 
were striking attitudes and balls. Be- 
hind the bowlder, waiting impatiently 
for an appetite, was the leopard. When 
she saw the dog, she gave a hiss and ran 
toward Henry Setzer's park. The golf 
players ran the other way. 


The leopard, being closely pursued, 
ran half a mile and then shinned up a 
trolley pole. 
When she got to the top, 
she touched a live wire and fell to the 
ground unconscious. The boarhound and 
her pups sprang upon her and were beat- 
en off with difiaculty by the keeper. 
Duke tied a rope ai-ound the leopard's 
nock, and when she recovered her senses 
the procession to town began. The boarr 
hound led, the leopard, with her tail be- 
tween her legs, camo next, and Duke 
and the five pups brought up the rear.

H O W TO PEDAL CORRECTLY 


The Imagiiiation Will Aid You In Solving 
the Knotty Problem. 


If, under riding conditions where 
there is any appreciable resistance to be 
overcome, the upper half of your chain 
is alwujs taut and maintains a constant 
and even pull on the rear sprocket 
wheel, you are pedaling very well. 
Watch a beginner's chain, and you will 
commonly observe, even iu his hill 
climbing, that its top half tightens and 
slackens rhythmically in exact time 
with the separated do-\vustrokes of his 
feet. His strokes fall short of completion 
at both ends, and the fault is best shown 
by the action of the chain. Bad pedal- 
ing means wasted strength, and such 
waste means that the rider is not get- 
ting his due of cycling. Fancy that you 
are turning tho cnmk with your foot 
precisely as you would turn the crank 
of a grindstone with your hand. Of 
course the upstroke of itself accomplish- 
es nothing, but tho picturing power of 
the mind, creating and carrying tho im- 
age of a handle iu place of the pedal, 
will do more than anything else we can 
recommend to get one into the habit of 
correct ankle motion and easy pedaling. 


Choose a smooth surface and slightly 
rising grade. First imagine that your 
feet ai-e operating pump handles and 
look at your chain. 
You will see going 
On that alternate tightening and slack- 
ening before mentioned, indicating a 
combination of sjiasmodic and needless- 
ly severe effort with a dead loss of all 
effort whatever. Next chsuige your men- 
tal image of pump handles to one of 
cranks, and that Siime chain will begin 
to pull regulai'ly and evenly without tho 
slightest implication of yoiu" conscious- 
ness as regards your ankle joints or any 
particular pairs of muscles or sets of 
muscles. —American Cyclist.

FKE AND SALARY LAW.

TRANGE TRADITION OF A TOWN 


NEAR THE NORTH POLE. 


ral White Men Claim to Have Seen 


the Phenomenon—Indians Cherish the 
Legend—Mr. White'i Circumstantial Ac- 
count Hacked Up by Tuotosraphs. 


Some cue revives every few years the 
genii of the Silent City, seen as a 
urago over the Muir glacier, in Gla- 
,er hay, Alaska, 150 miles above Jn- 
eau. What professes to be a photo- 
ngraving of the city, with affidavit at- 
ached, was published and sold some 
ears ago, aud at least half a dozen 
rhite men profess to have seen the city, 
while the natives of the Alaskan coast 


lerished the tradition of its existence, 
'he mirage is nsnally visible at about 
lis time of the year. One man declares 
lat he saw it on July 5, 1889, and two 
thers, it is declared, have made affida- 
ifc that they saw it three days before 
hat date. John M. White, a Virginian 
vho after 10 or 15 years spent in va- 
ious parts of the west has settled down 
n Philadelphia, solemnly declares that 
le saw it on June 21 some years ago. 


Mr. White's account of the pheuom- 
non is circumstantial in the highest 
egree, and ho joins to it a theory as to 


what the city is and where it lies. He 
declares that he studied the mirage for 
ine hours through a powerful glass as 
t was spread above the glacier on the 
side of Mount Fairwoather. He affirms 
hat the city is walled; that its houses 
ire battlemented and the chimneys snr- 
mountod by chimney pots; that within 
he walls there is a tall monument snr- 
monnted by the sculptured figure of an 
idian in full headdress and feathers. 
His glass revealed to him some of the 
.nhabitants, men in knee breeches and 
ackets. The only beast visible was a 
donkeylike creature, with a body as 
large as that of a horse. 


The mirage appeared at first about 


11:30 a. m. as a mist, and out of this 
rose the towers and battlements of the 
city as did those of ancient Tidy. By 
noon the city was as clearly outlined as 
New York is from the Jersey heights. 


Mr. White rejects the various gnesses 


that the phautom city is Antwerp, Mont- 
real or Salt Lake City. Its architecture 
is unlike that of any other city he has 
seen. That it is a real city be is certain 
from the fact that he has seen three pho- 
tographs taken of the mirage, ono of 
•which shows a tower rising amid the 
houses and a later one the same tower 
finished. He believes that it is a mirage 
of a city at the north pole on the edge 
of the traditional open polar sea. He 
believes that when the sun is at its 
highest northern point, as it is on June 
21, the mirage of the arctic metropolis 
is reflected to tho point where it ap- 
pears over the Muir glacier. The legend 
of the Chilcnts of Alaska supports this 
theory. They say that many centuries 
ago, whoa Alaska was a warm and 
densely peopled country, there camo 
from the north through the ice barrier 
a savage people fully armed who laid 
waste the region and put its inhabitants 
to the sword. These savage warriors 
ho believes to have been the ancestors 
of the American Indians, and he is con- 
vinced that in coining through the ice 
barrier they We behind a warm region 
about the r°le> where the remnant of 
their peoplo continued to develop and 
at length built the metropolis !,een on 
St. John's day in mirage above the 
Mtiir glacier. 


The pictures purporting to have been 


made from photographic negatives of 
the mirage represent an ordinary mod- 
ern city without walls or battlements, 
tut with spacious, comfortable looking 
houses, surmounted with broad chim- 
neys and interspersed with trees. 
In 


fact, they look like photographs of wash 
drawings made by an artist that was 
not too careful to follow the details of 
the legend.—New York Sun.
